Metz, the capital of Lorraine, and a 


City Of about 60,000, is rated as one of 
the strongest fortresses of the world, 
Abd is held by the Germans 
It is 


about 15 miles north of the fighting 
line and 40 miles east of Verdun 


The city h?.s been frequently raided 


by French airmen, but recent military 
op rations have not been such as to 
suggest the city is in danger, 


Another contingent of Russian sol- 


diers arrived at Marseilles, France, 
this morning and was received with 
notable military and popular recep- 
tion. 
The troops proceeded to the 


camp at Mirabeau. 


French And British Gain. 


The advance of the French in the 


district of Dead Man hil! oft the Ver- 
dun front was continued during the 
night, the Paris war office announced 
this afternoon. The gains made yes- 
terday were increased and consolidat- 
ed. 


The British troops further north 


have also succeeded in gaining a foot- 
hold in the German positions, but 
were repulsed in a thrust at Lons. 


Raiders After Railroads. 


Coas-'t fortifications on Ihe outskirts 


of Deal were evidently the objective 
of the German seaplane raid over that 
place on Wednesday." The raiders also 
tried to damage the railway line which 
parallels the coast north of Dover.
